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TUBEECULOSIS. 

On  31st  December,  1916,  there  were  twenty-two  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  on  the  register,  viz.,  15  Eulmonary  (8  male  and  7  female)  and 
7  Non- Pulmonary  (3  male  and  4  female). 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  being  4,377,  this  means  that 
about  one  person  in  every  two  hundred  is  aillicted.  This  is,  I  believe, 
about  the  average  for  the  County. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


During  December  I  visited  all  the  Schools  and  offered  to  immunise 
any  children  whose  parents  wished  them  to  be  immunised.  The 
result  was  as  follows : —

Therefore  487  out  of  a  total  of  532  children  are  now  immunised,  i.e., 
91.5  per  cent.

IMMUNISATION. 

To  be  really  effective  the  number  of  children  immunise  I  in  any  one 
year  ought  roughly  to  correspond  with  the  number  of  live  liirths  in 
the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1914,  the  number  of  live 
births  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  was  89. 

The  number  of  children  (age  group  0-5  years)  immunired  against 
Diphtheria  was  37  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1915. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  1915  was  98. 

The  numl)er  (age  group  0-5)  immunised  during  1916  was  30. 

Therefore  the  niimber  o:  child  en  b  ing  immunised  again  t  Dipht!  e  ia 
is  getting  less.  This  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  because  immunisation 
cannot  be  guaranteed  to  protect  for  ever  and  it  is  possible  for  a  child 
who  was  immunised  during  infancy  only  to  contract  Diphtheria  in  a 
mild  form  and  pass  it  on  in  a  grave  form  to  an  unprotected  person. 
The  same  thing  may  occur  with  regard  to  vaccination.  A  person 
vaccinated  in  infancy  only  may  contract  Smallpox  in  a  mild  form 
(perhaps  unrecognisable),  e.g.,  Grimsby,  1946,  and  pass  it  on  to 
another  person  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  or  only  in  infancy. 

The  Hunts.  County  Council  has  now  arranged  that  Free  Immunisa¬ 
tion  may  be  carried  out  by  the  family  doctor  and  will  supply  the 
immunising  material  and  re-imburse  the  doctor  at  the  rate  of  33.  6d. 
per  injection.  This  arrangement  will  have  effect  as  from  1st  April, 
1947.  1  believe  that  this  will  increase  the  number  of  immunisations. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  of  Children  Under  5  Years  of  Age. 

At  the  last  County  Council  meeting  a  recommendation  was  approved 
to  extend  the  scheme  for  free  immunisation  to  cover  all  children  under 
5  years  of  age,  whether  the  immunisation  is  carried  out  at  County 
Council  Clinics  or  by  the  family  doctor  at  his  surgery.  T.ie  County 
Council  will  supply  Immunisation  Record  Cards  and  immunising 
material,  and  will  re-imburse  the  doctors  at  the  rate  of  33.  6d.  per 
injection.  This  arrangement  will  have  effect  as  from  1st  April,  1947, 
and  will  bo  operative  throughout  the  Comity.  Medical  Practitioners 
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should  submit  accounts  to  me  quarterly  accompanied  by  a  completed 
immunisation  record  card  for  each  case  in  wbicb  payment  is  claiined, 
the  first  return  being  made  at  the  end  of  June  for  the  period  1st 
A^iril  to  30tb  June.

THE  BRITISH  RED  CROSS  PHYSIO-THERAPY  CLINIC  at  St. 
Neots  opened  in  September  and  has  provided  a  much  needed  want 
for  the  town  and  district.  Treatments  are  in  the  capable  hands  of 
Mrs.  Fletcher,  a  highly  cpialified  Masseuse.  She  was  helped  for  some 
months  by  Mrs.  Huckle,  who  unfortunately  has  had  to  give  up  the 
work  on  account  of  her  health.  During  the  last  eight  months  many 
different  cases  have  been  successfully  treated,  such  as  fractures, 
fdmositis,  arthrilis,  amputations,  general  debility,  etc.  318  patients 
have  attended  and  the  following  number  of  treatments  given :  1,320 
electrical,  1,144  massage,  156  ultra  violet  light,  811  exercises.  The 
business  side  of  the  Clinic  is  run  by  the  County  Red  Cross,  helped  by  a 
representative  Local  Committee.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME,  1946-1947. 

The  Shrubbery,

Report  on  the  St.  Neots  and  Eynesbury  District  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health : — ■ 

The  two  Nurse  Malins  (sisters -in-law)  have  carried  out  their  duties 
in  their  usiial  competent  manner  and  we  have  received  great  praise 
for  their  work.  The  District  Superintendent  reports  how  well  kept  their 
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eqiiipment  and  books  are.  They  have  attended  151  general  cases, 
involving  2,340  visits;  17  midwifery  cases,  involving  269  visits;  42 
maternity  cases,  involving  716  visits;  391  ante-natal  examinations; 
156  child  welfare  visits ;  total  of  3,872  visits  in  the  year.  Mrs.  Peck- 
over,  of  Staploe,  also  attended  two  septic  cases.  We  are  expecting 
our  Nurses  to  retire  in  twelve  months’  time  and  when  that  happens 
we  have  no  house  to  accommodate  any  new  Nurses  as  our  Nurses  live 
together  in  their  own  house.  A  house  with  a  garage  (if  possible 
for  greater  convenience  for  night  calls  and  urgent  cases)  is  needed 
and  we  have  applied  to  the  Council  for  one  and  we  are  hoping  that 
thev  will  help  us  in  this  matter.

HOUSING. 

Some  new  houses  have  been  built,  but  there  is  still  a  very  great 
shortage.  Many  houses  are  unlit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable 
of  repair  at  reasonable  expenses  (H.A.  1936,  Sec.  II). 

The  Council  are  compelled  to  allow  these  to  be  occupied  and 
cannot  order  repairs  which  they  consider  unreasonable,  but  it  does 
not  seem  right  to  me  that  the  owners  are  receiving  what  1  consider  to 
be  exhorbitant  rents  for  such  miserable  hovels. 

In  my  opinion  much  of  the  good  which  is  done  by  providing  the 
school  children  with  milk  or  meals  is  undone  by  the  unhealthy 
environment  in  which  they  are  compelled  to  live  at  home. 

WATER  ANALYSIS.— TOWN  SUPPLY. 

Several  samples  have  been  sent  to  the  E.M.S.  Lab.  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  report  has  invariably  been  “This  water  is  very  satis¬ 
factory.”  Three  samples  sent  after  the  recent  flood  (16-3-47)  re¬ 
vealed  no  impurity.

THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Name  of  Town,  Village  or  Hamlet. — St.  Neots  and  Eynesbury. 

Source  of  Supply,  viz..  Public  Supply,  Wells  or  Ponds,  etc. — Both 
Parishes  of  St.  Noots  and  Eynesbury  are  supplied  by  two  shallow 
wells  sunk  into  the  gravel.  These  wells  are  situate  near  the  South- 

IV'est  Boundary  of  the  Parish  of  Eynesbury.  Pumping  direct  into 

the  mains  is  done  by  an  oil  engine  at  No.  1  Pumping  Station  and  by 
an  automatic  electrical  installation  at  No.  2  Pumping  Station.  A 
very  small  reservoir  helps  to  conserve  a  certain  amount  of  water  in 
case  of  emergency. 

Sufficiency  or  otlierwise. — The  supply  has  been  maintained  by  using 
the  emergency  well,  which  was  sunk  into  the  gravel  during  1944, 
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otherwise  there  would  have  been  the  possibility  of  a  partial  failure 
of  the  supply  on  several  occasions.  A  new  scheme  is  contemplated  and 
it  is  expected  that  work  will  commence  on  this  project  during  1946. 

Quality  of  Water. — Satisfactory. 

Whether  Analysis  has  been  made  during  the  year  and  the  result  of 
such  Analysis. — Six  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cambridge.  Five  were  satisfactory  (no 
coliform  bacilli  were  detected  in  100  mis.).  One  from  No.  2  Pumping 
Station  was  suspicious  (4  coliform  bacilli  per  100  mis.).  This  water 
is  always  bacteriologically  examined  after  a  heavy  rain  following  a 
prolonged  drought.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department  during  the  year  191(). 

From  the  figures  and  statistics  produced  it  is  fairly  obvious  that 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  work  up  to  date  although  staff¬ 
ing  difficulties  have  considerably  affected  the  efficient  running  of  all  the 
departments  and  a  great  amount  of  overtime  has  had  to  be  carried  out. 

During  the  year  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  housing  and 
the  erection  of  14  houses  on  the  Cambridge  Road  Site  commenced  in 
June,  1946,  two  of  these  houses  were  occupied  and  several  others  were 
nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Not  much  progress  was  made  in  respect  of  the  proposed  new  Sewerage 
and  Water  Schemes  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  1917  I  shell  be  able 
to  report  some  headway  with  the  schemes  which  have  remained  on  paper 
for  some  considerable  time,  particularly  the  proposed  new  Joint  Sewer¬ 
age  Scheme  with  the  Bedford  Rural  District  Council. 

A  perusal  of  the  Meat  Inspector’s  Report  will  reveal  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  carried  out  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Emergency 
Slaughterhouse,  Eynesbury,  St.  Neots,  this  again  has  necessitated  over¬ 
time,  including  Sunday  work. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  support  and  the  Council’s  Officers  for  valued  co¬ 
operation  during  the  year.
